First ANNUAL DrReEcTorRy a year 
ago, we found a very strong positive 
response from our readers. Many 
wrote to us indicating that the kind of 
information being made available was 
immensely useful in their work, and 
urging us to continue the practice in 
future years. In spite of the additional 
work required to secure material of 
this kind, we plan to continue the pub- 
lication of these annual issues. 

In this issue we are reprinting 
(with revisions) the bibliography and 
reading guide. Next year we shall 
publish only an addendum. 

We are indebted again to the De- 
partment of Pastoral Services of the 
National Council of Churches of 
Christ for its work in bringing up to 
date the section on opportunities for 
study, training, and experience in pas- 
toral psychology. 

We are also reprinting a revised 
listing of important films for the min- 
ister, brought up to date, together 
with several other reference items. In 
next year’s ANNUAL Directory and 
from then on, only the new material 


will be published. The ANNUAL 
Directory this year contains a new 
set of technical psychiatric and psy- 
chological terms, supplementing last 
year’s glossary. 

One of the most useful types of 
information is about places where the 
pastor can go for help or referral on 
special types of problems. We have 
such information available both about 
family service agencies, and agencies 
serving alcoholics and their families. 
As both lists are extensive, we are 
publishing this year a comprehensive 
listing of information and treatment 
agencies for the alcoholic. We hope to 
publish next year a complete city by 
city directory of family agencies. 

Comments from our readers will be 
most welcome, not only on the con- 
tents of THE SeEconpD ANNUAL DrREc- 
TORY, but also on types of information 
that would be valuable to future is- 
sues. We are still in process of col- 
lecting certain other types of informa- 
tion, but are bound to overlook some 
of those that may be needed unless 
we have our readers’ help.

HIS DOCUMENT is, primarily, 

an annotated or a_ descriptive 
bibliography in pastoral psychology. 
Most of its pages are devoted to brief 
descriptions of books in or relevant to 
this field, including the name of au- 
thor, title of book, name of publisher, 
approximate number of pages in book, 
current price of book, a brief descrip- 
tion of what the book deals with, and 
two code numbers (to be explained 
later) on how easy or hard the book 
is to read and the general topic under 
which its subject matter falls. In a 
separate section, there is a brief state- 
ment about each author whose book or 
books are listed. 


A reader may simply use this 


bibliography, if he likes, without refer- 
ence to any of the other material in- 
cluded in the document. That is, he 
may browse through the list of books 
to get whatever information he is in- 
terested in. 

But the document has a second pur- 
pose for any reader who is interested. 
This is to try to give him some guid- 
ance as to what may prove the best 
reading for him at his particular 
stage. This is the Reading Guide sec- 
tion of the document. The reader who 
is interested in some guidance on what 
to read should turn first to the Read- 
ing Guide section. An attempt is made 
there to suggest how a reader may 
rate his present knowledge and inter-

ests, and select a certain reading 
course for himself in the light of this 
knowledge and interest. 

The bibliography begins below. 
After an explanatory introduction, the 
material on the books themselves is 
given. The bibliographical section is 
concluded with brief statements iden- 
tifying the authors of the books. 


The Reading Guide section con- 
cludes the document. 
BIBLIOGRAPHY 
Introduction 
Each book that appears in the 


bibliography is identified or classified 
by two symbols, a Roman numeral 
from I to V, and a capital letter from 
A to S. Here is the key. The Roman 
numerals refer to the relative ease or 
difficulty of reading the book, based 
on such factors as the style, the back- 
ground knowledge a reader must have, 
and so on. Here are the five categories : 

I, Elementary Reading (which can 
be read while you run). 

II. Primary Reading 
be read while you walk). 

ITI. Intermediate Reading (which 
can be read while sitting quietly). 

IV. Advanced Reading (which can 
be read by sitting up straight). 

V’. Post-Graduate Reading (which 
can be read only while standing up). 

Each book is also classified by a 
capital letter according to the type of 
function it performs in relation to pas- 
toral psychology. Thus, some books 
are about pastoral psychology itself; 
others present important background 
material; still others are on special 
topics. Here are the categories : 

A. Pastoral Care and Counseling. 

B. Psychological (and Related) 
Understanding of Religion. 

C. Psychological and Psychiatric 
Therapy, for Comparative Background.

Thus, a book classified I-A would 
be elementary reading directed to an 
understanding of pastoral care and 
counseling. A book classified III-E 
would be reading of intermediate dif- 
ficulty, on some aspect of historical 
background for pastoral psychology. 


What the Bibliography Includes 
and Excludes 

The bibliography concentrates on 
books to help the minister do his pas- 
toral job better with the aid ot psy- 
chological understanding and _ insight. 
That is, it is a bibliography addressed 
to the pastor as a professional work- 
er. Not every book on the list is writ- 
ten only for professional workers. For 
the pastor as professional worker, it 
may sometimes be sufficient back- 
ground on a particular topic to consult 
a volume intended for the general 
reader. But the criterion of selection 
throughout is the usefulness of the 
volume to the pastor as a professional 
religious worker. 
volume in the 
necessarily mean that 
this author or his collaborators agree 
with its point of view. Nor does it in- 
variably mean that we regard it as a 
competent book from any point of 
view. The basic books that we regard 
as relevant and competent in the field 
(as defined above) are included; but 
we have included some books 
simply because they have become well 
known or have been influential, and 
other books as the best available rep- 
resentatives on certain subjects or 
from certain points of view.

We have deliberately excluded cer- 
tain categories of books from this list, 
which might, under other definitions 
of “pastoral psychology,” warrant in- 
clusion. Below is a list of the types of 
books not included in the list, together 
with reasons for their exclusion: 

(1) Books to aid self-understand- 
ing through the use of psychological 
and/or theological insights. The good 
books of this type may indeed be 
relevant to the pastor as person, but 
they are excluded from this list be- 
cause not addressed to the pastor as 
pastor; and therefore do not directly 


concern the pastor as professional 
religious worker. 
(2) Books on _ spiritual healing, 


however defined. Such literature may 
be addressed to the pastor as profes- 
sional religious leader although usual- 
ly it is not. To do any justice to this 
subject, it has been felt that a separate 
bibliography on this topic would be 
required. 

(3) Pastoral aid hooks, that is, 
hooks designed to he given or loaned 
to parishioners by the pastor to aid 
him in his pastoral work. There are 
now some excellent books of this type, 
especially those in the Westminster 
Fress series of Pastoral Aid Books, 
edited by Russell L. Dicks. A good 
bibliography of these materials is 
available as an appendix to the revised 
edition of Russell L. Dicks’ Pastoral 
Work and Personal Counseling (see 
bibliography for this book. 

(4) Books on systematic theology, 
constructive theology, philosophy of 
religion, or historical theology—unless 
they have a prominent and explicit 
reference to psychology. To include 
the others, which are often relevant, 
would make for an unmanageable 
bibliography. 

(5) Out of print books, so far as 


January 


we have been able to determine this 
fact. So far as we have been able to 
discover, every book on the list is in 
print and currently available at the 
price indicated. Several useful volumes 
have had to be excluded because not 
currently available. Since the price of 
books has gone up, we may occasion- 
ally prove wrong on price; but we 
have checked price lists as of 1953. 

(6) Historical classics in the field. 
We have included only modern works 
about the history of the field, not the 
historical classics themselves such as 
Richard Baxter’s The Reformed Pas- 
tor. An historical list would require 
many pages, and must be the object 
of another study. 


(7) Journals and journal articles. 
There are two principal journals in 
the field now, FastoraL PsycHoLocy, 
a monthly published at Great Neck, 
N. Y., and the JoURNAL oF PASTORAL 
CarE, a quarterly published at Cam- 
bridge, Mass. Both are excellent jour- 
nals, skillfully edited. 


(8) Detailed lists of books on spe- 
cial subjects of pastoral psychology. 
We have listed (Category S) a few 
books on special topics, such as mar- 
riage, sex, children, alcohol, and so 
on, but in no instance can such special 
listings be adequate in so short a list. 
A bibliography on marriage and fami- 
ly life is issued by the National Coun- 
cil of Churches; good bibliographies 
on others of the special topics are 
available from various sources. We 
simply cannot cover everything.

READING GUIDE 


In 1953 PastoraL PsycHoocy asked its 
readers if they would be interested in a sug- 
gested course of reading, after several 
readers had written requesting such a 
course. A large number of additional re- 
quests followed. The Editor suggested that 
I (Seward Hiltner) undertake the task, and 
I agreed provided I might have collabora- 
tors. Although the main work on both bibli- 
ography and reading guide is mine, I am 
deeply indebted to Ernest E. Bruder, Rus- 
sell L. Dicks, James G. Emerson, Jr., Paul 
E. Johnson, Wayne E. Oates, and Carroll 
A. Wise for their excellent suggestions, 
which have given me the courage to exclude 
some books which should be excluded, and 
the timely reminder of other books which 
are included and which I had originally 
overlooked. For the form and details of this 
entire document, the responsibility is mine. 


General Plan of the 
Reading Guide 


The general plan of the Reading Guide is 
as follows. Provision is first made for each 
reader to rate himself, that is, to assess his 
present knowledge (or lack of knowledge) 
and his major reading interests in the gen- 
eral field of pastoral psychology. To aid a 
reader in this self-rating process, several 
statements are made which are shorthand 
summaries of the way this or that reader 
may fee about his own knowledge and in- 
terest. Once a reader has identified himself 
with one of these statements, he may then 
turn to the course of reading suggested as 
a result of that statement. There he will find 
a progressive list of books, tailored, so far 
as we can do so, to the specifications of his 
self-rating. 

For instance, suppose that a reader feels 
he knows nothing at all about pastoral psy- 
chology, and wants, therefore, to begin at 
the most elementary beginning. In that case, 
he will identify himself with the statement, 
“I feel I know almost nothing about pas- 
toral psychology, and I ought to start from 
scratch.” Material to helm him is listed in

Reading Course One. When he turns to 
Reading Course One, he finds that this 
course directs him to certain books, identi- 
fied by number and author; and for full de- 
tails about these books, he turns back to the 
bibliographical list. 

All this may sound a bit complicated, but 
a few minutes spent on the mechanics should 
clarify the procedure. The great advantage 
of our doing it in this way is that we save 
space and yet are able to make suggestions 
on reading courses to people with a great 
variety of backgrounds and interests. 


Readers Self-Rating Guide 


Fourteen statements are given below, as 
if they were statements made by a reader to 
describe his own knowledge (or lack of it) 
and his reading interests in the field of 
pastoral psychology. Read these statements, 
then check the statement or statements 
which come closest to describing your situ- 
ation and interest. After doing so, turn to 
the appropriately marked reading course in 
the following section. 

One. “I feel I know almost nothing about 
pastoral psychology, and that I ought to 
start from scratch.” 

Two. “I am especially interested in the 
ministry of pastoral care and counseling, but 
I feel I should start reading about it from 
scratch.” 

Three. “I know a little about pastoral 
psychology and, therefore, do not want the 
most elementary books; but I want those 
only a trifle more difficult than the books 
on the elementary list.” 

Four. “I am mainly interested in the min- 
istry of pastoral care and counseling, and 
know a little about it; what I want is the 
books on pastoral care and _ counseling 
which are just beyond the elementary list.” 


Five. “I know a little about pastoral care 
and counseling, but my knowledge of theory 
and psychological background is _ poor; 
therefore, I want to begin with some ele- 
mentary psychological background mater- 
ials.” 

Six. “I have a certain amount of back- 
ground, and believe I should work on books 
of intermediate difficulty, which are not too 
elementary and not too technical or ad- 
vanced.” 

Seven. “I have a certain amount of back- 
ground, and want books of intermediate dif- 
ficulty; but I want to make sure they are 
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written from the pastoral point of view.” 

Eight. “I have some background, and 
want books of intermediate difficulty; but 
my greatest need is for psychological back- 
ground, not for pastoral care and counsel- 
ing materials.” 

Nine. “I know how pastors help people, 
but I would like to know how other pro- 
fessional groups go about their job of help- 
ing people.” 

Ten. “I want really advanced theoretical 
material, but I do not want to waste my 
time and money on poor books; I want the 
best advanced books for background read- 
ing.” 

Eleven. “I think I know the present situa- 
tion fairly well, but I am weak on historical 
background for all aspects of pastoral psy- 
chology; so I want historical books.” 

Twelve. “I would like to know what the 
psychological studies have to contribute to 
our understanding of religion and theology.” 

Thirteen. “I would like to know what 
religion and theology have to say in critical 
and constructive analysis of psychology, 
psychiatry, and psychoanalysis.” 

Fourteen. “My interest is in a special sub- 
ject of pastoral psychology, rather than in 
the general or the background literature.”

The Council for Clinical Training is an 
interdenominational, non-sectarian, non- 
profit corporation, organized to give theo- 
logical students and clergymen, under quali- 
fied supervision, clinical experience with 
people under stress, in order to increase 
their general understanding and _ their 
specific skill as pastors. 

Training is offered in units of twelve 
weeks each: quarters beginning approxi- 
mately June 6, September 19, December 26, 
and March 21. Both men and women are 
accepted at most centers.

Institute of Pastoral Care, Inc. 


The Institute is a non-sectarian educa- 
tional foundation under the direction of a 
Board of Governors. The courses offered 
are six or twelve weeks in length and are 
available only during the summer months. 
Each training program is, to all practical 
purposes, an autonomous, self-sustaining 
unit under the direction of a Chaplain Su- 
pervisor accredited by the Institute of Pas- 
toral Care. 

At each Center the Chaplain Supervisor 
is in charge of all instruction. He is as- 
sisted by as many qualified associates as 
the enrollment requires. The ratio is five 
or six students per leader. The programs 
at the Centers vary in content, depending 
upon the nature of each institution. All 
utilize the clinical approach of actual pas- 
toral work with sick people. Ample op- 
portunity for personal conferences is 
provided. The schedule requires approxi- 
mately eight hours of work each day at the 
Center. Ordinarily there are neither eve- 
ning assignments nor night classes, and 
students are usually free on Saturdays and 
Sundays. 

The tuition charge is $60.00 for a six 
weeks’ session and $120.00 for a twelve 
weeks’ session. A deposit of $5.00, which is 
later applied to the tuition cost, must ac- 
company each application. A few Centers 
are able to provide room and board in re- 
turn fer limited service to the institution. 
At the other Centers this cost is assumed 
entirely by the student. ; 

Both theological students and clergymer 
are accepted for training in most of the 
Centers. Application for admission to one 
of the training programs must be sent to

Students at the Th.M. level are 
given status as assistants to the Chaplain 
at the Central State Hospital and work at 
Norton Psychiatric Clinic. They work un- 
der his direct supervision for a minimum 
of four hours per week on the wards, and 
participate in four class-seminar hours per 
week under the instruction of the chaplain, 
who has the status of an instructor in the 
Seminary. 


(3.) Students at the Th.M. level are 
given credit on summer clinical work done 
with any of the agencies who comply with 
the standards of the National Conference on 
Clinical Pastoral Education. 


(4.) During the winter, a seminar in 
Marriage and Family Counseling is taught 
throughout the year, and the students are 
given opportunities to do formal office coun- 
seling, under supervision, in the facilities of 
the Seminary itself. Persons from the sur- 
rounding community seek help from the 
department on an informal basis in suf- 
ficiently large numbers to make this pos- 
sible.

What Is Important about Freud Is Not His Negative 


Attitude Toward the Truth and Value of 


Religion But His Preoccupation with 


It as a Power in Human Life

ie THE spring quarter of 1953 I 
offered a seminar at the University 
of Chicago entitled “Freud and Reli- 
gion.” Although there has been some 
attention to Sigmund Freud in theo- 
logical seminaries over the past twenty 
or thirty years, this is, to the best of 
my knowledge, the first course that has 
concentrated entirely on understanding 
Freud’s views of religion and evaluat- 
ing Freud’s general theory on the basis 
of religious perspectives. I undertook 
this in an experimental mood; and if 
I can trust my own feelings and those 
of the students, the experiment was 
successful beyond my hopes. 

Because the seminar members were 
advanced students in the field of pas- 
toral psychology, they had all done 
more reading along psychological lines 
than would be true for most pastors. 
The name “Freud” had figured in 





nearly every bit of reading they had 
done, for Freud’s influence upon most 
phases of modern psychology has been 
tremendous. But, strangely enough, 
even these advanced students had read, 
on the average, not more than one or 
two of Freud’s briefer works prior to 
the seminar. They shortly realized that 
their own views of Freud and his sig- 
nificance had been acquired almost al- 
together from the judgments of other 
people about Freud, and that they had, 
in effect, never given Freud opportun- 
ity to state his own case, in reference 
to religion or anything else. 

The seminar had not been going for 
more than two or three weeks when 
one student, typical of all, said to me, 
“Tt is amazing to get acquainted with 
Freud directly. He is vastly more in- 
teresting than the people who have 
written about him.” 

For some years now it has been cus- 
tomary in enlightened theological 
circles (i.e., those with sense enough 
to read PastroraL PsycHoLocy) to 
say, “Freud made great contributions, 
but . . .” Literally, I believe this is 
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correct. What the seminar made clear- 
er for me than before was the differ- 
ence it makes about what level the 
“but” refers to. The “but” may be a 
naive and erroneous misinterpretation 
of Freud as a libertine advocate of 
unbridled sexual expression. At the 
other end of the line, the “but” may be 
a penetrating Christian criticism of 
Freud’s geneticism and reductionism. 
It makes a great deal of difference 
which level is intended by the “but.” 

The more I have reflected, the more 
I have had to conclude that the pastor 
who really wishes to understand Freud 
(even if only to criticize him) needs 
to follow the same process that our 
seminar did—to read Freud himself. 
Accordingly, the main purpose of this 
article is to offer some suggestions on 
how to read Freud’s own works. It is 
concerned with Freud’s own works, 
and makes no reference to what others 
have written about him. 

And yet, since the reader of this 
article will want to know something of 
the point of view from which my bibli- 
ography of Freud is given, it seems 
wise for me to present some intro- 
ductory remarks on my own under- 
standing of Freud. and especially his 
significance from the religious point of 
view. In these brief comments, I trust 
there is ro suggestion that mv under- 
standiny of Freud is better than that 
of any one else. It simply seems fairer 
to the reader to give some sugeestion 
about my own “slant.” 


OST discussions of Freud's sig- 

nifcance for religion begin, un- 
derstandably enough, with Freud’s 
views on religion, and point out at 
once that he regarded it as, at best, an 
“illusion” that can neither be proved 
nor disproved but that is verv likely 
untrue because it accords with infan- 
tile ‘‘wish-fulfillments’” rather than 
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with reality thinking. What impresses 
me in reading Freud is not so much 
his negative attitude toward the truth 
and value of religion, but his _pre- 
occupation with religion as a power in 
human life. 

There were occasions, in his writing 
and speaking, when Freud paid some 
attention to the arts and literature, to 
education, to mythology, and to other 
creations of the human spirit. But such 
attention was, as he himself noted, 
casual in nature. In striking contrast, 
his serious concern with matters reli- 
gious was (at least after 1907) steady, 
continuous, and absorbing. This was 
because, as he also noted, religion was 
the one aspect of human culture that 
he felt seriously capable of competing 
with science, with which he wholly 
identified himself and his work. Thus, 
the proper starting point for examin- 
ing Freud’s views of religion would 
seem to be his positive conviction 
about religion’s power. If it were not 
powerful, the conviction that it is not 
true might have been stated once and 
then forgotten. But if it is powerful, 
then its truth or falsity becomes of 
major importance, and deserves con- 
tinued attention. 

There have been persons, 
properly impressed with Freud’s con- 
tributions to psychological understind- 
ing, who have tried to suggest that 
Freud’s negative attitude to the truth 
and value of religion is due entirely to 
the fact that he saw and experienced 
only an inferior tyne or interpretation 
of religion. This contention is not 
wholly irrelevant. But it seems likely 
that Freud would have retained the 
same attitude even if his exnerience 
had been with other forms of religion, 
e... if he had lived in the United 
States. This contention is based on his 
being uncompromisingly opposed to 


some 


anything that he regarded as an enemy 
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FREUD FOR 
he understood science. 
Thus, for him to have had a positive 
attitude toward religion in any form, 
he would have had to be sure that it 
did not in any way compete with sci- 
ence as he understood it, or else he 
would have had to alter his conception 
of science. So his view of religion is 


of science as 


organically related to his view of sci- 
ence, in that one could not change 
without the other. 

Over and above Freud’s views and 
attitudes about religion as he under- 
stood religion, there is an entirely dif- 
ferent way of exploring Freud’s sig- 
nificance for religion, that is, for reli- 
gion as we understand it rather than 
for religion as he understood it. Let 
me, using my own terms rather than 
Freud’s, attempt to state some things 
he discovered and believed that have 
(from my point of view) positive 
nificance for understanding 
religion.

1. Life is more than awareness. Life 
moves in the direction of awareness, 
and breadth and depth of awareness 
are positive values. But awareness in 
any complete sense is not possible; the 
most we can do is move towards it, 
not wholly achieve it. 

Such an insight helps to make im- 
possible any merely rationalistic view 
of religion, or any rejection of emo- 
tional depths on the ground that they 
are not completely clear and distinct. 

2. The most powerful forces in hu- 
man life are values. It is their dynamic 
or energy with which all our life deals. 
Value conflicts can be sustained or 
handled if they are on the same level 
of psychic life, i.e., if the elements of 
the conflict actually meet. But a dif- 
ferent type of problem enters if the 
conflieting elements do not meet, are 
at different psychic levels. 

If religion is attached to psychic one- 
ness or integration, it is one thing; 
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but if its attached to only one element 
that makes no contact with other ele- 
ments, then it is quite another thing. 
If such a distinction is not made, reli- 
gion can not be understood. 

3. The one possible road to psychic 
freedom is through the recognition of 
psychic and cultural and_ biological 
determinisms. 

If it is not accidental that we are 
as we have become, then only an un- 
derstanding of the factors that have 
affected our becoming can release us 
from blind bondage to them. Freedom 
is illusory unless based on such con- 
crete insight. 

4. It is possible to meet some of 
man’s needs as they are, and to trans- 
form some of the existing needs, 
that biology and culture do not have at 
all times and in all ways to be in con- 
flict. 

Difficult as the human battle be- 
tween flesh and spirit may be, it is not

inherently incapable of solution in 
some degree, nor is it the most de- 
vastating of man’s problems. 

5. The supreme value of life is 
truth; but there can be no truth that 
denies man’s present needs, and no 
truth that resists the transformation 
of any and every such need. 

There is nothing in Freud that 
would, on the one hand, advocate an 
unrealism about the concrete and 
bodily character of man’s life; but 
neither is there (as has sometimes 
been asserted) anything that would 
support a mere primitivism. 

Truth may be approached in- 
directly (for example, through art) as 
well as directly ; but, finally, there is a 
necessity to go as far as possible to- 
ward a direct understanding of truth. 

Poetry, art, literature, and other 
things may point toward truth. But 
they can not be in themselves substi- 
tutes for direct exploration (as Freud 
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meant this, it referred to science; but 
as we understand theology, it would 
also apply). 

7. The truth of man’s existence can 
not be considered apart from man’s 
development. This development con- 
tains inexorable factors that can be 
dammed up, but that can not be eli- 
minated. 

No mere romanticism or idealism 
about religion can do justice to the in- 
exorable realties of human develop- 
ment. One must walk before he can 
run. 

8. Any activity or value must be 
judged negatively (idolatrously, as we 
would say) if it deflects man and so- 
ciety from reaching ahead toward 
truth and from meeting psychic needs 
within a realistic framework promot- 
ing human values. Thus, the more 
power an idolatry has, the more dan- 
gerous it is. 

It is not so much ignorance as it is 
the blind attachment to a value that 
deflects from the process of moving 
toward truth that is the issue. Man’s 
sin is more closely related to misplaced 
loyalties and attachments than it is to 
his lack of specific knowledge. 

9. Conscience is an automatic signal- 
ing system that tends to impede hu- 
man development to the extent that its 
automatic character remains  un- 
examined. But when so examined, it 
may help to bring psychic needs, and 
the requirements of civilization into 
some tolerable harmony. 

Conscience in general is not the voice 
of God. But the chief condition under 
which it may bring men closer to that 
voice is fearless examination of its 
specific nature. This transcends con- 
formity or rebellion. 

10. The greatest enemy of man’s 
development, and his movement to- 
ward truth, is his inability to let go 
old need or forms of need. What is re- 
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the above generalizations as authentic 
translation of some of Freud’s beliefs 
and discoveries into a new context, 
there are still some common sense 
things that can be said about Freud by 
way of positive contribution to reli- 
gious understanding and practice. 
Most obvious is the influence of psy- 
choanalysis upon the development of 
our improved theory and practice of 
pastoral care. Also clear is the effect 
of his discoveries upon our under- 
standing of stages in religious devel- 
opment, going hand in hand with 
stages in human development in gen- 
eral. Many other contributions of this 
order exist, and are important. 

In summary, my view of Freud in 
relation to religion is that we need to 
read him from two points of view: 
first, how he saw and felt about reli- 
gion as he understood it; second, how 
what he discovered and believed af- 
fects our understanding of religion as 
we see religion. Freud’s contribution 
to: religion requires us to see it both 
ways. On the first point, how he saw 
religion, what is cardinal is his con- 
viction about religion’s power, to 
which his opinion that this power is 
misused is secondary in significance. 
On the second point, the positive con- 
tribution seems to be very large, as 
most of us who read this magazine 
would understand religion. So briefly 
that I may have seemed obscure, I 
have attempted to spell out what seem 
to me some of this second type of 
Freudian contributions to religious 
understanding. 


Starting Point 
The two works which, above all 
others, gave my students their best 
introduction to Freud and his basic 
point of view were An Autobiograph- 
ical Study and A General Introduction 
to Psychoanalysis. At the close of this

article the reader will find a bibliogra- 
phy of Freud’s writings in English, 
with the most inexpensive and easily 
available edition being indicated in 
each instance. Published in 1925, 
when Freud was almost seventy years 
of age, An Autobiographical Study, 
despite its brevity, would alone estab- 
lish Freud as a master of this form of 
literary art. It is not intimate in any 
sense that would imply commentary 
on feelings toward a wife, sex, chil- 
dren, a picnic, or favorite colors. But 
it is professionally intimate, taking the 
reader into a child’s growing aware- 
ness of being a Jew, into a young 
medical student’s ambition to contrib- 
ute some basic knowledge to the world, 
into a young scientist’s courageous 
determination to persist in a promising 
method of investigation despite rejec- 
tion by his medical colleagues, into the 
startling period of early conviction that 
something new had been discovered 
and a few others were rallying round, 
into the restrained but deep apprecia- 
tion of a visit to the United States 
(Clark University, 1909) as the first 
academic recognition psychoanalysis 
ever received, into the personality con- 
troversies and heartaches that resulted 
in Jung’s (the favorite son) leaving 
Freud, and so on through the years 
of growing appreciation of the original 
contributions of psychoanalysis. From 
the first page to the last, An Auto- 
biographical Study will convince any 
reader that Freud was a great and 
courageous human being, whatever the 
unintended deficiencies and dogma- 
tisms of his thought and work. 

A General Introduction to Psycho- 
analysis, given as lectures in Vienna 
in 1917 and 1918, when Freud was 
about sixty, is the best introduction to 
the basic principles underlying his 
thought. Although some later works 
presented altered interpretations of 
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important points (such as theory of 
instincts and function of the ego), the 


most basic principles upon which 
Freud rested are stated with great 
clarity and simplicity in the Gen- 


eral; Introduction. Characteristically 
enough, almost the entire first half of 
this book is devoted to an analysis of 
dreams, for it is through an under- 
standing of the fact that dreams have 
psychic meaning that we get our best 
clue to ways of approaching what is 
otherwise the unapproachable aspect 
of psychic life. The other part of the 
book, a “General Theory the 
Neuroses,” is also characteristic. For 
it was the desire to find out how to 
cure sufferers that impelled Freud to 
get into what eventually became psy- 
choanalysis. Now that this book is 
finally available in English in an in- 
expensive edition, after having had a 
checkered and restricted publishing 
history that does the book people no 
credit, it is as near to hand as Mickey 
Spillane or Erle Stanley Gardner.

Next Steps 

Having passed through the Freudian 
kindergarten via An Autobiographical 
Study and A General Introduction to 
Psychoanalysis, I believe the next 
steps for the pastoral reader are read- 
ing the New Introductory Lectures on 
Psychoanalysis, and purchasing (but, 
at this stage, reading only in part) 


The Basic Writings of Sigmund 
Freud. 
The New Introductory Lectures 


(first published in 1932, and never 
actually given as lectures because of 
the cancer of the jaw that impeded 
Freud in his later years) are much 
briefer than A General Introduction, 
but they give a summary of nearly all 
the basic changes in thought that Freud 
made during the intervening years. 
They are in no sense a substitute for 
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A General Introduction, but they do 
bring Freud’s thought up to date on 
several important topics. 

The Basic Writings of Sigmund 
Freud is straight out of the bargain 
basement on Monday morning; for at 
a total cost usual for one small vol- 
ume, it presents five of Freud’s early 
major and full-length works plus a 
sixth that is not-so-minor. It includes 
what is generally regarded as Freud’s 
greatest work, from a literary point of 
view, The Interpretation of Dreams 
(first published 1899) in almost com- 
plete form. Three other early works 
included are The Psychopathology of 
Everyday Life (1904), Three Con- 
tributions to the Theory of Sex 
(1905), and Wit and its Relation to 
the Unconscious (1905). If one has 
read the first half of A General In- 
troduction to Psychoanalysis, he will 
find that section to be a summary of 
the large book on dreams and of The 
Psychopathology of Everyday Life. 
The book on wit is essentially similar 
to those on dreams and on “errors” 
and slips of everyday life. The Three 
Contributions represents the early 
statements of theory about sexual 
aberrations and perversions, about 
sexuality in infants and children, and 
about the sexual transformations at 
puberty. 

Although I have given a brief state- 
ment above about the major works 
contained in The Basic Writings of 
Sigmund Freud, I do not recommend 
that the pastoral reader sit down and 
plow through all of these. But I do 
suggest that this is the time to read 
Totem and Taboo, also in this collec- 
tion. This was Freud’s first lengthy at- 
tempt at applying psychoanalytic theo- 
ry to an understanding of the origins 
of culture in general, and of ethics and 
religion in particular. Even though the 
reader today may find himself com- 
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pelled to reject basic aspects of Freud’s 
theory on religious and cultural ori- 
gins, he is likely to be surprised at 
the breadth of Freud’s knowledge, the 
subtlety of his argument, and the re- 
strained character of his conclusion— 
in some contrast to the way in which 
some of Freud’s critics have inter- 
preted his theory of origins in dis- 
torted caricature. To be sure, the ac- 
count is open to ambiguity, because it 
is not clear when Freud intends to 
describe literal events and when he is 
speaking, mythologically, of patterns 
which could be symbolized by possible 
events. 

On the History of the Psychoana- 
lytic Movement (1914), also in The 
Basic Writings, is a precursor of An 
Autobiographical Study; but one in- 
terested in Freud’s life will find addi- 
tional light here. Although it seems to 
me valuable to have The Basic Writ- 
ings, I am inclined to consider it un- 
wise for the pastoral reader to devour 
all they contain at this stage of his 
study. This is simply because they are 
all early writings, and do not take fully 
into account certain points of view that 
Freud later adopted, and which fail, 
therefore, to represent adequately all 
the factors that Freud finally took into 
account. 

For the Serious Pastoral Student 

The pastor who has read what is 


suggested up to this point will already 
have a command of the most basic at- 
titudes Freud held on matters reli- 
gious. There are some comments in A 
General Introduction, more (in terms 
of religious origins) in Totem and 
Taboo, and a kind of summation in the 
New Introductory Lectures especially 
in the chapter on “A Philosophy of 
Life.” Although these do not present 
all of Freud’s arguments in attacking 
religion, they do provide the founda- 
tion of his view. But even by this time, 
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the reader will realize (as he would 
not if he had begun his reading of 
Freud with the explicitly anti-religious 
The Future of an Illusion) that Freud 
wrestled with religion all his life in a 
way which he did not do in connection 
with art, with education, or with other 
creations of the human spirit (except 
science). The question was never 
whether religion was important or not. 
It was in fact so important that noth- 
ing but science could have any chance 
against it. The question was: was it 
true? Freud felt it was, at best, un- 
provable; and quite probably untrue 
because of its tendency to correspond 
with infantile-type wishes. 

At this point, the pastoral reader 
may turn profitably to the two brilliant 
works on religion of Freud’s later 
years, The Future of an Illusion 
(1926) and Civilization and its Dis- 
contents (1930). The first is wholly 
about religion. Religion is an “illusion” 
because it can neither be proved nor 
disproved in terms of truth content; 
but the probability in favor of untruth 
is overwhelming. The second book is 
more general, as its title suggests, but 
it has some explicit references to reli- 
gion. More important is its criticism of 
some of the cultural bases upon which 
the high religions have tended to rely. 
For example, is the price of love too 
high ; does the sex restriction necessary 
to culture cost more than it is worth? 
However biased one may consider 
them, these books are penetrating, 
stimulating, and highly readable. 

If the pastoral reader has arrived 
so far, I would now dub him serious 
student of Freud. I would then suggest 
that, for the time being, he lay aside 
entirely Freud’s books (that is, the 
longer treatises such as we have been 
considering), and get a set of Freud’s 
Collected Papers. Unfortunately, these 
papers in English are published only 
in London, not also in the U. S. A. If

a would-be purchaser orders them di- 
rectly from the London publisher, or 
through one of the large English book 
stores, it will usually cost him less 
than if he has an American agent se- 
cure them for him. The set is in five 
volumes, the first four having been 
published first in English in 1924- 
1925, and the fifth volume for the first 
time in 1950. They are the “papers,” 
usually translated reprints of articles 
which first appeared in journals in the 
German language, all the way from 
Freud’s earliest till his latest profes- 
sional days. They range in length from 
two pages to nearly two hundred. One 
volume (Volume III) is wholly de- 
voted to an analysis of cases, but most 
of them include papers on various 
kinds of themes. The earliest paper 
was published in 1888, when Freud 
was thirty-two, and the last, after his 
death, in 1941. 

For the serious student, not all the 
books together will make up for a lack 
of familiarity with the papers. In the 
books Freud is, in one sense or 
another, on the lecture platform, at- 
tempting to demonstrate something 
which not a few among his audience 
are likely to consider either absurd, in- 
decent, or stubborn. In his books, 
therefore, he is at his best as an “apol- 
ogist.” But the papers were written, 
one is tempted to say, for himself. 
Most of them were actually written as 
communications to his colleagues; but 
this implied that he could concentrate 
on thinking his own thoughts with 
only minor attention to communicating 
and convincing others of the truth be- 
hind his thoughts. There seems a 
directness to the papers which might, 
indeed, have been out of place in the 
books. It is very much more Freud in 
his study than Freud on the platform. 
His -changes in theory are sometimes 
demonstrated more satisfactorily in the 
papers than in the books. Certainly no 
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serious student can overlook them. 
For the Scholar 

If the reader has at least dipped into 
the Collected Papers, any further sug- 
gestions from me would be presumptu- 
ous. But to round off this bibliography, 
I shall comment briefly on the other 
books by Freud and their revelance to 
the pastor. Probably the most impor- 
tant books not mentioned up to this 
point are Beyond the Pleasure Prin- 
ciple (1920), The Ego and the Id 
(1923), and The Problem of Anxiety 
(1932). Beyond the Pleasure Principle 
is not a discussion, as its title might 
imply, of how man can move from 
hedonism to the facing of reality as it 
is. It is principally, in terms of content, 
about theory of instincts including the 
controversial notion of a death instinct. 
But its main point is that there is 
something in man “more primitive” 
than his goal-seeking behavior indi- 
cated by the “pleasure principle,” in 
the form of the compulsion to repeat 
behavior which will not fulfill the or- 
ganism’s goal, which the organism 
should have learned before to be un- 
satisfactory, but which it will go on 
doing even to the point of self-destruc- 
tion. This’ is a speculative work, in 
large part, fascinating to the serious 
student. 

The Ego and the Id is, in briefest 
terms, Freud’s most explicit later dis- 
cussion of conscience. It is the most 
systematic account of the topographic 
approach to personality in Freud, by 
way of Id, Ego, and Super-Ego. The 
Problem of Anxiety was called in 
German (transliterated) “Symptom, 
Inhibition, and Anxiety.”’ Freud’s later 
attempt to construct a general theory 
of neurotic anxiety emphasized as an 
alarm signal to which one’s ego re- 
sponded with panic quickly trans- 
formed into symptoms so that there 
would be a minimum of awareness of 
threat. This thinking has proved fun- 


damental to all later work and thought 
on anxiety. 

Group Psychology and the Analy- 
sis of the Ego (1921) was stimulated 
in part by the herd phenomena of the 
World War I period and some of the 
literature that followed it. It is an 
attempt to analyze the psychologically 
dynamic factors operating in group 
life, especially the identification of the 
group with its leader, and is in a way 
a precursor of modern “group dy- 
namics.” It does not impress this 
reader as of equal profundity to the 
other works written about that same 
time. 

The Question of Lay - Analysis 
(1926) is a short volume containing 
two purposes in one, both of a prac- 
tical kind. On the one hand, as its 
present sub-title indicates, it is an “‘in- 
troduction to psychoanalysis” —a guide 
for prospective patients. On the other 
hand, it is a discussion of the extent 
to which the practice of psychoanalysis 
should be confined to physicians, or 
whether some others (psychologists, 
etc.), provided they are trained in 
psychoanalysis itself, should also be 
permitted to practice it. Freud felt 
that the most essential element was 
training in psychoanalysis itself, and 
that its practice need not be confined 
to physicians since it was mainly psy- 
chological in character. He even en- 
visioned a mythical American million- 
aire who might endow a school to 
train social workers in psychoanalysis. 

We should mention a small book, 
On Dreams (1901), written as a popu- 
lar summary of the monumental work 
on dreams soon after its publication. 
Among the early works is also a bio- 
graphical study of Leonardo da Vinci, 
with hypotheses about the relationship 
between repressed sexual feelings and 
the types and modes of artistic crea- 
tivity. The art people were never very 
happy about Leonardo’s Mona Lisa

as “the happy and sensuously enrap- 
tured smile of his mother,’ but the 
larger purpose of the work was to 
show how otherwise inexplicable fea- 
tures and traits of the lives of truly 
great creative persons might be illum- 
inated by psychoanalysis. 

Very soon before his death, Freud 
published Moses and Monotheism, es- 
sentially an attempt to account for the 
Jews by accounting for their religion, 
and this through Moses. Unlike nearly 
everything else Freud wrote, he did 
not, in this study, pay much attention 
to the opinion of the scholars in the 
field concerned; and the scholars are 
inclined to consider his specific points 
(e.g., that Moses was an Egyptian) 
as unfounded. This book does not have 
the greatness of most others. But be- 
neath its specific argument one can not 
help having the feeling of Freud re- 
turning home, making a kind of final 
effort to see how he, the most rational, 
civilized, and cosmopolitan of men, 
must somehow have received these 
qualities through a heritage going 
right back to Moses. As a study in 
racial and religious origins, it is per- 
haps less important than as a study 
in personal origins. After Freud’s 
death, a small summary outline of psy- 
choanalysis, on which he had been 
working, was published as An Out- 
line of Psychoanalysis. 

The first lectures on psychoanalysis 
which Freud gave in a_ university 
(Clark University, 1909) have never 
been published in English in book 
form. One or two of his pre-psycho- 
analytic early writings have also never 
been published in English. But with 
these and perhaps a few other minor 
exceptions, nearly everything Freud 
wrote is available in English and has 
received comment above. 

Recently the Hogarth Press and the 
Institute of Psycho-Analysis (note 
the hyphen in the English usage, as

against the German and American 
custom) in London have announced 
the forthcoming publication of what 
will be known as “The Standard Edi- 
tion of the Complete Psychological 
Works of Sigmund Freud,” with 
translation and editing under the direc- 
tion of James Strachey assisted by 
Anna Freud, Sigmund Freud’s daugh- 
ter. The edition will be in twenty-four 
volumes. Apparently an English mon- 
opoly on printing this will exist, but 
it has been announced that it will be 
distributed in the United States by 
the Macmillan Company. In quality 
of translation, comprehensiveness of 
coverage, and perhaps in other particu- 
lars, this, Standard Edition will un- 
doubtedly be of great value. 

As a layman to publishing, however, 
I can not avoid the feeling that both 
English and American publishers are 
cutting their own financial throats in 
their dealings with Freud. In England 
the cost of Freud’s works has been 
comparatively low (by American 
standards) ; and the effort of the new 
Standard Edition is plainly for qual- 
ity. But its price, even in England, 
would seem likely to make the demand 
for it much less than it would other- 
wise be. The American publishers who 
hold Freud copyrights have (with the 
exception of Random House in The 
Basic Writings and the recent edition 
of A General Introduction by Perma- 
books) tended to put out the small 
Freud books at fancy prices, beauti- 
fully printed and bound but reaching 
only a small market. I have a strong 
feeling that a complete Freud would 
sell far beyond what the publishers 
seem to feel, if put out at a genuinely 
popular price.

Out-Patient Alcoholism Clinics 


In October 1953, the National Com- 
mittee on Alcoholism published the 
first official directory of out-patient 
clinics for alcoholics. The labor of 
compiling and checking this informa- 
tion, a most formidable and time-con- 
suming research project, was under- 
taken by our regular staff as a public 
service. NCA is a service agency—the 
only national clearing-house for infor- 
mation regarding all phases of the al- 
coholic problem—and as such is the 
recipient of thousands of inquiries per 
month. Inquiries regarding treatment 
facilities have increased even faster 
than the growth in number of such 
facilities. It was obvious that an order- 
ly compilation of available information 
was desperately needed. 

Our first problem was to define the 
area in which we could hope to make 
such an orderly compilation. An at- 
tempt to locate, check, and list the 
steadily increasing hundreds of doctors 
qualified, willing and able to treat alco- 
holics, was obviously beyond the scope 
of our limited personnel. 

The same was true for hospitals, 
which presented the added difficulty of 
drawing the fine line between the spe- 
cialized hospital, the private nursing 
home, and the myriad so-called “rest 
homes” including the questionable 
“cures.” We felt, however, that a di- 
rectory of the great and growing num- 
ber of accredited General Hospitals 
offering treatment for acute alcoholics, 
either in a special ward or wing, or by 
making regular rooms available for 
this type of patient, should eventually 
be compiled, but was too vast and 
complicated a task for us to undertake 
without a special research grant and 
staff. 

So we arrived at our chosen area: 
the out-patient clinic, especially for al-

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Mental Health Films for the Minister 


HERE IS hardly a more effective 
medium for group work and edu- 
cation in mental health than the 
modern mental health film. As Alberta 
Jacoby, Executive Secretary of the 
National Mental Health Film Board, 
said in her article on “Mental Health 
Films for the Ministry” in our last 
year’s Annual Directory, “Films are 
an ideal medium, because in capturing 
life, they can bring alive to the place 
where discussions are being carried on, 
complex emotions such as concealed 
hate, jealousy, envy, overweening 
pride, the need to dominate, the need 
to be over-passive. All these can be 
shown in detail by the special technique 
that the motion pictures can bring to 
matters of emotion. They can be 
pointed up and simplified and under- 
stood by the technique of film mont- 
age. They can be made real to audi- 
ences by the phenomenon of empathy 
which enables us all to put ourselves 
in the place of people on the screen 
who are simulating our own feelings. 
“Tt is this phenomenon of identifica- 
tion on the part of the audience with 
the characters in the drama, that gives 
the mental health film its greatest value 
in helping people to learn, in the deep- 
est sense of the word. The pattern of 
using the film as a basis for supervised 
discussion has proved extremely ef- 


fective in teaching people about their 
own and other people’s feelings.” 

Ministers are becoming more and 
more conscious of the educational im- 
portance of the film, as is shown by a 
recent survey conducted by the Com- 
munications Research Project of the 
3roadcasting and Film Commission of 
the National Council of Churches. In 
this sample survey confined to a study 
of the use of films in churches in New 
Haven, Connecticut, during the years 
1951 and 1952, it was shown that 
nearly three-fourths of the 102 Prot- 
estant churches used films as part of 
their educational program. While 
pointing up this greater increase in the 
use of films by ministers, the survey 
stressed the fact that “little attempt 
was made to integrate films used... . 
they were ‘just shown.’” The effective- 
ness of the use of films in all educa- 
tional work depends upon the degree 
of selection and discrimination used 
in choosing and integrating the film 
into the total program and purpose of 
the church. Mr. Edward Linzer, 
Director of Education and Program 
Services of the National Association 
for Mental Health, has this to say in 
writing about this subject in a recent 
issue of “Film News,”:

man actions, reactions and relationships it is 
essential to select the most appropriate film 
for a particular group. A film prepared 
specifically for a professional audience should 
not be shown to a lay group. An audience 
concerned with the problems of aging will 
not be deeply interested in the portrayal of 
classroom behavior problems. It is necessary 
in all cases to know the desires of a group. 
It is equally important to know also the 
level of familiarity of the group with mental 
health topics. To select the correct film it is 
also important to know the two following 
broad classifications of the mental health 
motion picture. 

“The first category is made up of films 
which present situations which can be dealt 
with by a sympathetic parent, an interested 
teacher, a clergyman, or anyone able to give 
the understanding which is required. These 
films do not suggest the need for actual 
psychiatric attention but offer preventive 
measures easily accepted by individuals seek- 
ing to attain positive mental health goals. 
These films may be presented to lay audi- 
ences with no psychiatric background. They 
are also appropriate for communities which 
do not have psychiatric services and in 


January 


which self-help guidance needs to be offered 
In this group are such films as PREFACE TO 
A Lire, FAREWELL To CHILDHOOD and THE 
HEAD oF THE House. 

“The second category includes those films 
which stress the need to obtain specialized 
help to resolve problems. They provide 
fuller information about the more serious 
manifestations of mental and emotional be 
havior. They may also demonstrate the need 
for psychiatric examination, or treatment by 
a guidance clinic. Because of the serious 
pathology portrayed, these solutions may be 
implied. It is pointed out that protagonists 
of these films might have avoided the diffi 
culties they portray, if they or their parents 
had been alerted to danger signals at an 
early age. But as presented, the films show 
the problem so far advanced that the only 
hope for help is from experts. 

“Such films in particular should be shown 
in the presence of an experienced discussion 
leader who is well acquainted with psychia- 
try and who can provide ample opportunity 
for subsequent discussion. Furthermore, most 
films in this group are suitable only when 
shown as -part of a mental health series 
rather than in isolated presentation. Ex- 
amples in this category are THe FEELING oF 
Hostitity, ANGry Boy and Breakpown. 

“Going beyond the mere presentation of 
information, mental health films involve th« 
audience in an emotional experience in which 
there is strong identification with the char 
acters on the screen. This recognition makes 
viewers want to talk about and examine 
their own ideas and behavior. A qualified 
discussion leader can create opportunities for 
such endeavor. Such leaders are more likely 
to be found among psychiatrists, social 
workers, clinical guidance 
counselors, public health nurses, teachers, 
and other professionally trained people with 
an orientation to mental health. For som« 
selected films an adequately prepared lay 
person may lead the discussion, but there 


psychologists, 


should be no attempt in such case to discuss 
difficult behavior, or technical aspects of 
the problems which have been demonstrated 

“It is important at all times that mental 
health films should not be shown without 
some introductory comment. The discussion 
leader or chairman of the group should point 
up the basic problems which the film por- 
trays. If it deals with children, normal be- 
havior should be emphasized. If it demon 
strates serious emotional problems, discus- 
sion might well be from the point of view 
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of what parents could perhaps have done to 
avoid the kind of situation which is illus- 
trated.” 


AST YEAR we printed in our An- 
nual Directory a comprehensive 
listing of mental health films. This 
year we have brought them up to date 
with materials which have been pro- 
duced during last year, and are re- 
printing the list in its entirety for the 
benefit of those who may have missed 
our last year’s Annual Directory 
(copies of which are no longer avail- 
able). 
In our next year’s Annual Directory 
we will no longer reprint the list in its 


entirety, but will merely supplement 


it with the new productions. It is our 
hope that the highly selected list of 
films which follows will serve as a 
guide for the minister in the choice of 
his film program during the coming 
year.

A typical case of mental illness, followed 
through to its conclusion. The woman re- 
ceives expert and sympathetic psychiatric 
treatment at the mental hospital, where the 
doctor learns by skillful questioning the 
cause of her breakdown. Produced by British 
Ministry of Health.

Rx ArttitupE (18 min., $5.00. Produced

With a large mental hospital as its setting 
this film shows how the attitudes of hospital 
personnel towards patients and towards one 
another can influence the behavior and think- 
ing of patients and how these attitudes can 
be a positive therapeutic force.

Psychiatric and Social Resources 


W* ARE publishing this year an 
abbreviated list of some of the 
important national agencies in the field 
of pastoral care, mental health educa- 
tion, and psychiatric treatment re- 
sources which should be available to 
the counseling minister. 

Every issue of the Annual Direc- 
tory will attempt to concentrate on 
some special phase of this area of in- 
formation. Last year we published a 
complete state by state and city by 
city listing of all the mental health 
societies in the United States and 
Canada. In this year’s Annual Direc- 
tory we are publishing similarly a 
comprehensive list of informational as 
well as treatment resources for the al- 
coholic. In next year’s issue we hope 
to publish a city by city listing of all 
the family and social casework agen- 
cies in this country and Canada.—Ed. 


Department of Pastoral Services, The 
National Council of the Churches of Christ 
in the U.S.A., 297 Fourth Avenue, New 
York 10, N. Y. Rev. Otis R. Rice, Execu- 
tive Director; Paul L. Tilden, Associate 
Director; Helen G. Yergin, Secretary. 

The Department of Pastoral Services, with 
its standing Commissions on Religion and 
Health, and Ministry in Institutions, is a 
part of the Division of Christian Life and 
Work of the National Council of the 
Churches of Christ in the U.S.A. Some of 
its functions may be described as follows: 

The Commission on Ministry in Institu- 


tions serves as the officially recognized agen- 
cy for nominating full-time Protestant chap- 
lains to the institutions under the federal 
Bureau of Prisons. It studies and attempts 
to formulate standards for chaplaincy serv- 
ice and makes surveys of chaplaincy service 
in institutions, including state, county, and 
local mental, general, and other hospitals, 
and institutions. 

The Commission on Religion and Health 
encourages working relationships between 
physicians, psychiatrists, nurses, and clergy 
through conferences and literature. It makes 
studies of various aspects of mental hygiene, 
relating particularly to the churches, and is 
studying the practice of spiritual healing in 
the churches. It is also making a survey of 
pastoral counseling throughout the country. 
It has recently produced a volume entitled 
The Church and Mental Health, published 
by Charles Scribner’s Sons. 

Other than the specific functions of these 
two Commissions, which the Department 
coordinates, the Department also cooperates 
with professional schools in the study of 
problems of alcohol and of sex education, 
and processes the applications of clergy for 
attendance at these schools. The Department 
encourages the education of clergy in pas- 
toral work and personal counseling and pro- 
cesses applications of clergy to the General 
Service Foundation for grants in order that 
they may undertake clinical pastoral train- 
ing. It advises with theological seminaries 
concerning their curricula, especially in the 
field of pastoral psychology. 

Other general interests of the Department 
include ministerial ethics, ministry to older 
people, grief and bereavement, group work 
in the churches, religion of children and 
young people, audio visual aids in the field 
of mental health, to name a few. 
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The National Association for Mental 
Health, 1790 Broadway, New York 19, N.Y. 

The National Association for Mental 
Health is the only national voluntary citi- 
zens’ agency working in the field. There are 
29 state mental health associations affiliated 
with the NAMH as members. In addition, 
the NAMH works with some 400 local 
mental health associations throughout the 
country. 

Together with the state and local associa- 
tions, the NAMH carries on programs for 
the promotion of adequate care and treat- 
ment of the mentally ill, the advancement 
of mental health and the development of 
preventive measures for mental illness. The 
NAMH also provides leadership, guidance, 
and materials for the development of state 
and local programs. 

The national, state and local mental health 
associations place special emphasis on con- 
ducting programs with special groups, such 
as clergymen, educators, physicians, teachers, 
social workers. 

Over the years the mental health asso- 
ciations have worked with clergymen in the 
development of workshops and institutes on 
pastoral counselling and in other joint pro- 
grams for community mental health. They 
have made available and continue to make 
available materials for parent and family life 
education as well as other aspects of mental 
health education. Their audio-visual materials 
include printed literature, dramatic sketches, 
exhibits and posters and films for use in 
pastoral programs. They also have resource 
lists of additional materials. The NAMH 
and the state and local associations have 
also compiled lists of psychiatric clinics and 
other community resources, which have 
been of great value to clergymen in referral 
of their parishioners for psychiatric help 
of various kinds. A comprehensive directory, 
covering all the 48 states and the territories 
of the U.S., has been published and revised 
periodically by the NAMH and is now 
available from the National Association for 
Mental Health. 

As a result of many inquiries regarding 
information for mental health and psychiat- 
ric services, the National Association for 
Mental Health has suggested the following 
guide of procedure: 

“If you live in a small town or on a 
farm, go to your County Department of 
Welfare, or your County Public Health 
Nursing office. These people, the nurses and 
the workers in the Welfare Department,

know the resources in the county and in 
neighboring parts of the state and will either 
be able to tell you where to get the help 
you want or can try to find out for you. 

“If you live in a city of about 25,000, 
30,000 or more population, there will prob- 
ably be a Council of Social Agencies which 
will be listed in the telephone directory by 
that name or it may be called the Welfare 
Council. This is a co-ordinating agency 
which knows the resources in the community 
and knows how to find out about resources 
that might not exist in that city but might 
be available nearby. 

“There are also mental hygiene societies 
in many states and local societies in counties 
and large cities. Look in your telephone book 
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for a mental health association or mental 
hygiene society. These local societies are 
often well informed about psychiatric and 
mental hygiene resources and if there are 
none in the immediate vicinity, they know 
how to find out about others in nearby com- 
munities. 

“If these local resources still do not offer 
a way of finding the help you want, you 
might write to your State Mental Health 
Authority. This is a department of state 
government which is charged with respon- 
sibility for developing mental health re- 
sources. It is always located in the state 
capital and can be reached by letter or 
telephone.”

Group therapy is one of the growing 
fields of interest in the area of human rela- 
tions. Although the major research work 
has been done in medical centers and is of 
a rather technical nature, many of the find- 
ings are of relevance for the serious religious 
worker. It is to be noted that although 
therapy can be carried on in a group setting 
at almost any level of intensity, the results 
are almost totally dependent on the com- 
petence of the leader. 

The bibliography which follows gives a 
brief description of the books available 
(without including the much broader field 
of group dynamics) and suggests the read- 
ing that is likely to be of the greatest help 
for the non-specialist.

Foreword 

This present glossary is Part II of 
“A Brief Glossary of Psychiatric 
Terms for Pastors” (see PASTORAL 
Psycuo ocy, Vol. 4, No. 40, January 
1954 for Part I). No terms are re- 
duplicated, but we have referred freely 
and without special distinction to terms 
defined in both editions. We have 
striven in each definition to use words 
in a non-technical sense unless defined 
elsewhere. Words so used are desig- 
nated by italics and refer to both edi- 
tions. All words defined, of course, are 
of a generally technical nature. For 
clarity, however, we have tried to desig- 
nate in the definition those words 
which are used more or less exclusively 
in a technical sense. By “technical 
term” we mean a word seldom used in 
any context other than scientific papers 
or discussions. 

This year we have added the names 
of a few workers frequently referred 
to in the world of psychology.

Appiction. Dependence upon the use of 
certain drugs which is beyond ordinary vol- 
untary control, commonly alcohol, morphine, 
heroin, cocaine, producing psychological and 
physical symptoms with use and on abrupt 
cessation. In most instances the initial use 
reflects underlying emotional conflicts and 
continuation is fostered by both the psycho- 
logical and the physical effects. 


ADJUSTMENT. (1) In general, the over-all 
process of balancing inner needs, drives, and 
self-expectations with the demands of ob- 
jective reality and the needs and expecta- 
tions of other people in a relatively success- 
ful and harmonious fashion. (2) The use 
of various mental mechanisms to maintain 
a state of emotional equilibrium or to meet 
specially stressful experiences. 

AFFECTIVE PsycHost!s. A psychotic reaction 
in which predominantly the mood or affect 
of the individual is involved. Generally 
synonymous with manic-depressive psychosis. 

AGorAPHosIA. Irrational fear of open 
spaces. 

AntisocraL. (1) Referring to socially 
noxious and unacceptable behavior or atti- 
tudes toward society and fellow-men, always 
serious, but assuming various forms, e.g., 
prostitution, embezzlement, extortion, some 
sexual perversions, murder, and other crim- 
inal acts. (2) Antisocial personality: A per- 
sonality whose typical reaction is antisocial 
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in nature and which fails to modify this re- 
action in response to punishment, correction, 
exhortation, or the reasonable expectation 
of other people. (See psychopath.) 

Attitupe. In psychological thought, a set 
of emotions or feelings resulting in an over- 
all consistent reaction to one’s self, various 
people and situations, while this reaction ob- 
tains. (See affect, emotion, feeling, mood.) 

BiockinG. Inability to recall memories 
otherwise easily brought to mind, due to 
unconscious painful emotional connotations, 
often leading to an interruption in train of 
thought or discussion. 

CaTHEXIs. Technical term used to describe 
the process of investing ideas, objects, or 
people with strong emotional importance and 
significance. In psychoanalytical theory, at- 
tachment of libido to these objects. 

Coirus. Sexual intercourse. 

Coirus INTERRUPTUS. Withdrawal of the 
male sexual organ during coitus prior to 
emission. 

CoNDENSATION. The compression of two 
or more experiences and attached emotional 
feelings into a single thought or word, often 
resulting in an over-reaction. A 
commonly occurring in dreaming. 

Conrtictr. Opposition of psychic processes. 
May be between incompatible inner needs, 
or between inner needs and demands of con- 
science, or between self-needs and demands 
of objective reality. Conflict to varying de- 
grees is a core problem in all psychological 
disorders, as well as a constituent of daily 
adjustment. It usually refers to relatively 
unresolved oppositions, however. 

Conscience. In psychological theory, that 
portion of the personality which helps to 
regulate moral and ethical standards of be- 
havior; the self-judging or self-expecting 
aspect of personality. Generally synonymous 
with superego. 

COU NTER-TRANSFERENCE. The more or less 
unwitting reaction of a counselor or therapist 
who is trained to help individuals with emo- 
tional problems to the individual as if he 
were a significant person from the worker’s 
own past life. (See transference.) 

CycLotHyMIA. Relatively marked periodic 
or cyclic change of mood. When sufficiently 
repetitive, it constitutes a type called “cyclo- 
thymic personality.” 

Deja vu. The strong impression that one 
has previously (once or oftener) experi- 
enced a particular situation or feeling, des- 
pite rational realization to the

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Dentat. <A_ psychological mechanism 
(usually automatic) used to reduce conflict 
by disclaiming emotionally distressing ideas 
or attitudes. (See defense mechanism, mental 
mechanism, conflict.) 

DEPERSONALIZATION. A feeling (not based 
upon objective reality) that one’s self is 
totally different or changed in various ways. 
Often accompanied by feeling of unreality of 
the world or parts thereof. Sometimes ac- 
companied by deja vu feeling. 

Dererstic. Literally, “off judgment.” A 
technical term used to describe a lack of co- 
ordination between inner feelings or ideas 
and outer perceptions. Applies primarily to 
schizophrenia. (See also autism.) 

DipsoMania. An older term generally 
synonymous with alcoholism. Also refers to 
transient behavior disturbances associated 
with excessive bout of drinking alcoholic 
beverages. 

DissoctatTion. The state or process of dis- 
connection of normal relationship of thoughts 
and feelings, characteristic of certain person- 
ality disorders, e.g., fugue states, amnesia, 
somnambulism. (See also integration.) 

Dynamic. (1) Refers to the emphasis 
cemmon in modern psychiatry or the study 
of emotional disorders to consider all factors 
(cultural, environmental, internal) as con- 
stantly “moving” and interacting with one 
another. (2) Also refers to study of the in- 
terrelationships of various components of an 
individual personality. 

DYNAMIC PSYCHIATRY. A phrase used to 
designate that type of psychiatry which reg- 
ularly takes various interrelated mental 
mechanisms and environmental forces into 
consideration in the understanding of an in- 
dividual. Opposed to “descriptive psychia- 
try,” which emphasizes listing of symptoms 
of illness to the relative exclusion of inter- 
preting their origin, process, and influences 
on and in the individual. 

Dynamics. A more or less formal state 
ment of the relevant factors and forces cre- 
ating a state of emotional illness in a given 
individual. 

EcuHo.auia. A technical term to designate 
the automatic repetition of overheard phrases 
without apparent intent to convey thoughts 
or ideas. Occurs in psychosis. 

Ecuopraxta. A technical term to designate 
the stereotyped mimicking of actions or 
movements of others. Occurs in psychosis. 

Eretic IMAGE. Vivid and clear visual 
recollection or fantasy of previously known 
objects. May occur normally in the transi-

tion state between sleep and waking and in 
specially gifted individuals, particularly in 
their youth. 

ELECTRA COMPLEX. From the Greek drama 
of “Electra,” who induced her brother to 
murder their mother in revenge for the mur- 
der of Agamemnon, their father. Refers to 
the jealous and angry feelings of a daughter 
toward her mother arising out of competi- 
tion for the affection of the father-husband. 
Comparable to the Oedipus complex. 

Emotion. (1) A feeling such as anger, 
love, annoyance, joy, fear. Generally stronger 
and more variable as distinguished from af- 
fect. (2) Technically, a feeling considered 
to be accompanied by some physical changes 
such as headache, increased blood pressure, 
faster pulse rate, “butterflies” in the stom- 
ach, perspiration, etc. More transient as dis- 
tinguished from mood, which is not neces- 
sarily associated with physical components. 
(See also attitude, feeling.) 

EMOTIONAL STABILITY. The ability to a 
significant degree to meet and handle per- 
sonal and environmental stresses successfully 
and consistently. (See adjustment.) 

EMOTIONAL INSTABILITY. A consistent in- 
ability to meet stressful situations effective- 
ly. (See inadequate personality.)

ERoGENousS zoNE. A sensually sensitive 
area of the body. 

EXHIBITIONISM. (1) Technically, the tend- 
ency to expose private parts of the body, 
usually the genitals; a form of sexual per- 
version. (2) Also used for more general 
tendencies to “show off,” some of which are 
seen as substitute formations for more primi- 
tive exhibitionistic needs. (See perversion.) 

FEe._tnc. A vague but useful and popular 
term, variously connoting emotion, affect, 
mood, or attitude. Specifically refers to a 
subjective realization of one of the above 
states which is usually definite, yet is often 
difficult to convey verbally. 

FetisH. (1) An object allegedly endowed 
with magical power or significance. (2) An 
object invested with inappropriately high 
value, often resulting in sexual-like pleas- 
ure from the object: e.g., a lock of hair, 
piece of clothing, worthless piece of wood, 
knickknack, or the like. 

Fucue. A _ specific emotional disorder 
characterized by automatic behavior which, 
though rational in itself, is totally discon- 
nected from memory recall later or from the 
usual behavior of a given individual. May 
last days to months. More likely to occur 
under stressful conditions. 

Guitt. An uncomfortable feeling of hav- 
ing done wrong, usually accompanied by an 
expectation of punishment and/or the belief

that punishment is deserved. The reason may 
or may not be known to the person, or a 
mistaken reason may be accepted by him. 
In psychiatric practice, abnormal guilt, as 
opposed to justifiable guilt, is distinguished 
primarily by its inordinate degree or ap- 
parently irrational cause. 

HETEROSEXUAL. Sexual feelings, attitudes, 
and behavior appropriate to attraction by 
and to the opposite sex. Opposed to homo- 
sexual. 

IDEALIZATION. A mental mechanism in 
which another person is set up as an ideal 
and may be unrealistically over-evaluated. 
Operative in normal people, especially when 
“fn love.” Used also as a defense mechanism. 

IncorPorATION. (1) A_ technical term 
describing the normal tendency of persons, 
especially young children, to take into 
themselves, and to adopt as their own, char- 
acteristics, attitudes, social and moral opin- 
ions of other significant people, usually 
adults, older people, or authorities. (2) In 
some disorders this mechanism may be used 
to an abnormal extent as a defense (see 
defense mechanism, introjection). 

INFERIORITY COMPLEX A_ quasi-technical 
term used to describe individuals who suffer 
from feelings of inadequacy, uncertainty, 
and lack of self-esteem. 

INSULIN TREATMENT. A medical procedure 
employed by psychiatrists to treat people 
suffering from a severe psychosis, by means 
of a controlled coma induced by injection 
of insulin, the hormone produced by the pan- 
creas. 

INTEGRATION. (1) A _ psychological term 
describing the process of effective function- 
ing of the mental apparatus. (2) The ca- 
pacity of the human mind and personality to 
utilize various factors such as memory, 
sensory impressions, both recent and old ex- 
periences, and certain physical sensations, 
to bring about rational behavior of the in- 
dividual as a whole. (See dissociation.) 

INTELLIGENCE. Literally, the power of un- 
derstanding. The relative capacity of the 
human mind and personality to grasp ideas, 
understand meaning, size up situations, and 
use this material for the purpose of drawing 
conclusions, reasoning both concretely and 
abstractly, and exercising effective judg- 
ment. Also, performance on an “intelligence 
test.” 

INTROJECTION. Roughly synonymous with 
incorporation. (See also defense mechanism, 
mental mechanism.) 

INTROSPECTION. A 


tendency of both 
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healthy and emotionally disturbed people to 
examine and think about their inner feelings, 
motivations, and reactions. Can be useful 
or debilitating. 

KLEPTOMANIA. Literally, a “madness to 
steal.” A somewhat out-dated term designa- 
ting an uncontrollable desire to take objects 
not for their intrinsic value, but for the 
unique psychological meaning of either the 


objects themselves or the act or circum- 
stances of the stealing. 
MEGALOMANIA. An_ unshakable feeling 


(not based upon reality) that one is cf 
unique and extreme importance or signi- 
ficance. May take the form of a delusion, 
eg. of being the savior of the world (i.e., 
“Messianic” complex). (See delusion of 
grandeur. ) 
MENTAL MECHANISM. Generally synony- 
mous with defense mechanism. 
Examples: 
(1) Over-compensation 
(2) Denial 
(3) Displacement 
(4) Fantasy 
(5) Idealization 
(6) Incorporation 
(7) Introjection 
(8) Projection 
(9) Rationalization 
(10) Reaction formation 
(11) Sublimation 
MEnticipe. The process of maliciously and 
violently altering the emotional and phy- 
sical state by psychologically apt techniques, 
especially as used in handling of prisonérs 
by totalitarian governments. Commonly 
called “brain washing.” 
Moop. The general, more or less char- 
acteristic, emotional attitude of a person, 
e.g., feeling of well-being, joyfulness, cheer- 
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fulness, pessimism, discouragement, sadness, 
depression. Distinguished from affect by 
being more subjective. Distinguished from 
emotion by not necessarily having accom- 
panying physical reactions. 

NARCOANALYSIS and NARCOSYNTHESIS. A 
medical treatment or diagnostic procedure 
employed by psychiatrists utilizing various 
sedative drugs, commonly sodium amytal. 
The relaxed state produced tends to increase 
patient’s ability to talk and experience feel- 
ings freely. The notion that this process is 
capable of gaining information against the 
individual’s will is false, as is the appella- 
tion “truth serum” sometimes given to the 
drug. 

NARCOSIS THERAPY, PROLONGED. A medical 
treatment employed by psychiatrists to treat 
emotional illness by prolonged deep sleep 
(often 2-3 weeks in duration). Also called 
“sleep therapy” or “prolonged sleep therapy.” 

NecativismM. Behavior and attitude of a 
resistant, hostile, obstructionistic nature. 
The motive for this behavior is often totally 
or partially beyond the individual’s aware- 
ness. 

Nervous. A vague, extensively used, non- 
technical term variously connoting uneasy, 
anxious, apprehensive, “jittery,” “jumpy” 
feelings. 

Onanism. A semi-technical term used as 
synonymous for masturbation. It was er- 
roneously derived from the Biblical char- 
acter Onan, who was punished by God for 
refusal to impregnate his brother’s widow 
according to the Jewish custom and who 
actually practised coitus interruptus. 

Orcanic. Referring to actual physical 
changes; a term used in medicine to refer 
to diseases in which abnormal changes in 
physical structure can be demonstrated. In 
psychiatry, refers to those illnesses in which 
the psychological symptoms are associated 
with physical changes, usually, but not 
necessarily, in the brain and nervous system. 

OvER-COMPENSATION. A defense mechan- 
ism in which the person overtly over-reacts 
to situations in order to avoid or decrease 
anxiety caused by a conflict. A common 
example is the “self-made man” who is over- 
compensating for social and economic de- 
privation in earlier life. The degree of psy- 
chological abnormality implied in the use of 
this mechanism is primarily in proportion to 
the actual reality justification for such be- 
havior in adult life; ie, does the “self- 
made man” have to work quite so hard in 
adulthood? (See also mental mechanism.) 
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PASSIVE-AGGRESSIVE PERSONALITY. A gen- 
eral term to describe a group of adulthood 
disorders characterized mainly by _ stub- 
bornness, pouting,  “passive-resistance,” 
“active” do-nothingism, utilized in their ef- 
fect for an aggressive end in dealing with 
other people. (See passive-dependent — per- 
sonality.) 

PASSIVE-DEPENDENT PERSONALITY. A term 
describing a general group of disorders in 
adults characterized by whining, “clinging” 
attitudes, helplessness, lack of self-depend- 
ence, indecisiveness, utilized to maintain a 
childlike dependence upon other people. (See 
passive-aggressive personality.) 

PatuHoLocy. Literally, the science of dis- 
ease. Pertains to diseases or disease proces- 
ses, originally of physical origin, by exten- 
sion in modern medicine, also of psycholog- 
ical origin or association. 

Perversion. Generally, misdirection of a 
normal course of events. Usually refers 
specifically to misdirected, but normal, sex- 
ual urges and strivings or to the preference 
for infantile rather than mature 
gratification. Synonymous with 
uality, only so far as the homosexual drives 
are actually inappropriate. (See e-xrhibition- 
ism, homosexuality.) 

PREFRONTAL LOBOTOMY, (sometimes PRE- 
FRONTAL LEUCOTOMY, Or PSYCHOSURGERY ). A 
surgical procedure for the treatment of quite 
severe emotional illnesses, in which a_por- 
tion of the front part of the brain is par- 
tially severed from its connection with other 
parts of the brain. 

PsycHosurGery. See prefrontal lobotomy. 

PsYCHASTHENIA. A_ generally obsolete 
term for a group of psychological and phy- 
sical symptoms of fatigue, lassitude, lack of 
interest, over-concern with death (or, by 
extension, illness), morbid fears, etc. Some- 
times considered a_ specific emotional dis- 
order. 

Psycuratry. A branch of medicine which 
studies the origin, nature, treatment, and 
prevention of illnesses in which emotional

(psychological) factors and manifestations 
are important. 
PsYCHOANALYST. One who has _ been 


specially trained in an institute of psycho- 
analysis. The training includes study of 
psychoanalytic knowledge, a personal psy- 
choanalysis, and supervised analysis of pa- 
tients, usually with psychiatrists, especially 
in the United States. 

Psycuosrotocy. (1) A term designed to 
connote a concept of psychological and phy- 
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sical unity of function. (2) Refers specifi- 
cally to a particular school of psychiatric 
thought founded by Adolf Meyer which em- 
phasizes the unity of mental and physical 
processes in over-all human functioning and 
behavior. This school paid particular atten- 
tion to a longitudinal study of life history. 

PsycuHoLocy. The science whose province 
is the study of human thinking, feeling, and 
behavior. Clinical psychology is a branch of 
applied psycholdgy which is especially con- 
cerned with testing, vocational guidance, and 
some types of counseling. 

PsycHopHystio.tocic. A term used quite 
recently as synonymous with psychosomatic. 
(See psychosomatic medicine.) 

PyroManta. An abnormal urge to set fires 
which is beyond reasonable voluntary con- 
trol and is produced by emotional conflicts. 

REFERENCE, delusion of or idea of. A feel- 
ing that one is being referred to or talked 
about, almost always in a derogatory fash- 
ion, which is totally without justification in 
external reality. It is a common symptom 
of schizophrenia, especially, but not exclu- 
sively, of the paranoid type. It may take the 
form of an idea or may be associated with 
auditory hallucinations “confirming” the 
idea of reference. In fixed and persistent 
form, called “a delusion of reference.” 

Resistance. A_ technical term used to 
identify an individual’s opposition to the 
therapeutic effects or process of counseling, 
psychotherapy, etc. It takes many forms, but 
is at least partially unconscious and hence 
is beyond total voluntary control until un- 
derstood. 

SEXUAL DEVIATION. A general term for 
various forms of socially aberrant sexual 
behavior. It includes overt homosexuality, 
perversion, fetishism, transvestitism. The 
cultural mores are to be considered to some

and cultures. 

SHOCK TREATMENT. A general. inclusive 
term referring to psychiatric treatment pro- 
cedures involving convulsions or coma. (See 
electroshock therapy, insulin treatment.) 


Symptom. A manifestation of illness, phy- 
sical and/or psychological. It is usually 
recognized by the person himself, but may 
be ignored or denied, especially by a psy- 
chotic patient. Strictly, it is subjectively ex- 
perienced and, if so, is distinguished from 
a “sign” which is evident to an examiner. 
Commonly refers, however, to objective and 
subjective evidence of illness. (The fact that 
it is entirely subjective renders it no less 
“real” or genuine.) 

TRANSVESTITISM. Total or partial adop- 
tion of the dress and accessories of the op- 
posite sex. This is a form of sexual devia- 
tion and takes its origin from psychological 
conflicts. It may be secret or open (e.g., 
female impersonation). 

Voyeurism. The uncontrollable urge to 
seek pleasure (usually of a sexual nature) 
from looking at or watching people or acts 
ordinarily of a private nature. It is moti- 
vated by an emotional conflict usually un- 
known to the individual. The one who prac- 
tises voyeurism is called a voyeur, common- 


ly a “Peeping Tom.” Also called “scopto- 
philia.” (See perversion, sexual deviation.) 
* * * 


AbLER, ALFRED (1870-1937) Austrian psy- 
chiatrist. Founder of the school of “Indivi- 
dual Psychology,” the major emphasis of 
which is on the struggle for superiority and 
the “masculine protest” as the basic cause of 
neuroses. 

BLEULER, EuGen (1857-1939) Swiss psy- 
chiatrist who introduced the term “schizo- 
phrenia” and who made several basic contri- 
butions to the theory of origin and progress 
of this illness. 

FERENCzI, SANDOR (1873-1933) Hungarian 
psychoanalyst who contributed to the early 
elaboration of psychoanalytical understand- 
ing. 

Freup, Sicgmunp (1856-1939) Austrian 
psychiatrist and neurologist. Founder of psy- 
choanalysis. Discoverer of scientific concepts 
embodied in psychoanalysis which have since 
then been applied to the increase of under- 
standing in other fields, especially general 
psychiatry, the social sciences, art. 

June, Cart Gustav (1875- ) Swiss 
psychiatrist who has formed a system of 
psychological thought especially involving 
concepts of “introversive” and “extraver- 
sive” personality characteristics, “collective 
unconscious,” and archetypal images such 
as the “anima” and “animas.” 

MesMeER, FrANz Anton’ (1733-1815) 
Viennese and Parisian doctor often credited 
with first demonstrations of hypnotism 
(although he inaccurately ascribed this 
phenomenon to “animal magnetism” and 
made exorbitant claims for its applications). 

Meyer, Apotr (1866-1950) Swiss-born 
American psychiatrist. A pioneer in organ- 
ized mental hygiene movement in the United 
States. Founder of psychobiology and pro- 
mulgation of concepts of this school of 
thought. 

Rank, Otro (1884-1939) Austrian psy- 
chologist, early psychoanalyst, whose later 
ideas deviated from concepts of classical 
Freudian concepts. He early stressed the 
significance of birth trauma in emotional 
disorders, but later came to disagreement 
with all other psychologies. especially re- 
garding volition and “will power.” 

Sutittvan, Harry Stack (1892-1949) 
American psychiatrist. Formulated concepts 
of the nature of human: hehavior, feelings, 
and relationships as a snecial function of the 
interrelations of peovle, referred to some- 
times as the “interpersonal” theory of be- 
havior.
